At Founder's Day Ceremony

present a gold medal at the Founder's Day Convocation ceremonies Friday. 
To be honoured are: Lord Cobbold; Professor Percy E. Corbett; D. Lome Gales; 
H. E. Herschorn; Dr. John Karefa-Smart; and Eric A. Leslie

The convocation speech will be given by 
Professor Percy E. Corbett Professor Cor- 
bett, a former Dean of Law at McGill, 
received his BA and MA degrees here, 
and a BA in jurisprudence at Oxford, where 
he studied as a Rhodes Scholar. 
. McGILL DEAN 
He served as Gale professor of Roman 
Law, lecturer in international Law, and 
Dean of Law at McGill, leaving in 1038 
to do research in the field of international 
law and world order. He was professor 
of government jurisprudence at Yale from 
1044 to 1951. 

Also receiving an honorary doctorate 
Is Lord Cobbold, who has served as gover- 
nor of the Bank of England. Educated at 
Eton and Cambridge, Lord Cobbold was 
High Sheriff of the County of London 
in 1046, and, in 1040, became Governor 
of the Bank of England. 

During his term of office, he visited 
Canada twice : in 1051 to confer with Gra- 
ham Towers, then Governor of the Bank 
of Canada, and in 1055, when he met 
James Coyne, Towers' successor. Upon 
his retirement. Cobbold received a barony. 
KAREFA-SMART 
Dr. John Karefa-Smart will receive an 
honorary LL.D. at the Convocation cere- 
monies. Minister of Lands and Survey, 
External Affairs and Defence for Sierra 
Leone, Dr. Kafera-Smart is also a member 
of the Sierra Leone delegation to the U.N. 

He graduated from the McGill Faculty 
of Medicine in 1944, and served with the 
"Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps during

He has spent a 
half-century with the same fir'm, and is 
now a senior partner of the firm of McLean, 
Herschorn, Marier, Common and Tees.

Honours accorded him include the 
King's Coronation Medal in 1937, the OBE 
for his services throughout World War H, 
and the Queen's Coronation Medal in 1953. 

A gold medal will be presented to D. 
Lome Gales, in recognition of his devotion 
to the work of the Graduates' Society from 
194G until 1061. The medal will be present- 
ed by Mr. Justice C. Miller Hyde, President 
of the Society.

What's The Rush? 

THE TIME HAS COME when all fraternities are seeking to 
replenish their stock of members through the venerable 
tradition known as rushing. This annual custom is prob- 
ably new to most incoming students. To freshettes it will 
remain an item of academic interest for it is illegal for a 
women's fraternity to rush a first year student. 

Freshmen, however, are not afforded the benefit of this 
Immunity and they have become the greenest field for 
fraternities seeking pledges. We are not entirely opposed 
to the practice of rushing freshmen. We recognize the fact 
, ' na » ° few of them have come to university with a burning 
desire to enter a fraternity. 

Unfortunately, these "do or die" fraternity joiners com- 
pose only a small minority of each pledge class, the majority 
being drawn from a group of individuals who are completely 
confused, who are afraid of losing their one (sic) opportunity 
for social advancement, or who are going along with the 
high school gang. 

These motivations, typical of the insecure freshman who 
needs more than two weeks to adjust to university life, are 
coupled with high pressure "conning" techniques which the 
fraternities must employ Jo secure a pledge class large 
enough to guarantee solvency. 

The results of this system leave much to be desired. 
After the dust and smoke of rushing has cleared, many first 
year college boys, having finally adjusted to their new 
environment, begin to wonder just what they are doing In a 
fraternity. They discover that their interests lie In other 
directions. But this awakening occurs after their fees have 
been paid. Many have committed themselves to a course of 
action they never really wanted. 

The campus abounds with "Inactive" fraternity men who 
still pay Hp service to their fraternal obligations and still 
derive some social benefit from their organizations — they 
may as well get some return on their Investment — but 
who, apart from these basic duties, are completely divorced 
from the Interests of their brothers. 

Then, too, there are those Who are no longer active due 
to the fact that their academic career has terminated prior 
to the receipt of a degree. Most freshmen cannot afford the 
time which a fraternity demands. Faced with a different 
concept of education, the first year student must exert a 
marked effort to adapt himself to his new surroundings. This 
effort is all to easily diverted to the less arduous task of 
active fraternity membership. Only in May does the student 
discover his mistake and then It's too late. 

Fraternities might argue that once a student reaches the 
university level he is mature enough to decide which acti- 
vities are beneficial , and which are detrimental. This Is 
nothing but a weak rationalization. Freshmen are invited to 
the rushing affairs, desirable candidates are kept under 
constant pressure, with the result that many are practically 
railroaded Into the organizations. 

The solution to the problem is simple. The -Inter-Frat- 
ernity Council should take a leaf from the book of the 
Panhellenic (women's fraternities) Association and aboJish 
first year rushing. This principle, once approved, could be 
put into effect over a five or six year period which would 
make -the change gradual enough to eliminate any undue 
hardship. 

Fraternity opinion on this subject seems to be that this 
plan would cause a disastrous decline in membership as trie 
majority of new pledges are In first year. This fact comes 
as no great surprise as the rushing program Is directed 
towards freshmen. With a slight change in approach it 
should be just as easy to induce upperclassmen to join. 

All those who maintain that membership will still fall 
are supporting the argument that disinterested freshmen are 
being pressured Into joining by methods which would have 
less effect on second" year students who have developed 
thicker skins and better judgement. 

If, as fraternities unanimously ^declare, their organiz- 
ations are worthwhile then they should be just as appealing 
to those who have gone beyond the freshman stage. If, 
however, their existence depends on enticing confused and 
glamour-stricken students In their first hectic month at uni- 
versity, then hot only first year rushing but also fraternities 
themselves should be abolished. 



The Rooms Registry's Position 

Dear Madam, • 

May . I explain something of the policy of the Lodgings Committee and the consequent 
practice of the Rooms Registry which have suggested to some -that racial discrimination is 
condoned and supported. 



The Registry is operated by 
the Alumnae at the request of 
the Lodgings Committee. It is 
charged with finding addresses 
of lodgings which are clean, ade- 
quately furnished, properly ven- 
tilated, and which are reason- 
able in price and accessible to 
the University. Since these lodg- 
ings are not on University 
grounds, wc cannot control them 
beyond refusing to list those 
which do not conform to stand- 
ard. The Registry cannot compel 
a student to take one of these 
rooms, nor prevent him from 
seeking others not- on the list. 

Wc know that racial discrimi- 
nation - exists among landladies 
and others who rent rooms. In 
order to protect those students 
who arc subject to racial preju- 
dice, wc ascertain where it exists 
and send such students only to 
addresses where we know they 
arc acceptable. The. critics ap- 
prove of this. They contend, 
however, that the other ad- 
dresses might not be used at all. 
They argue that, since there are 
roughly five, hundred landladies 
who show no discrimination, and 
since the Registry actually pla- 
ces only about 400 students, this 
action could be taken without 
hurt. Such simple arithmetic, 
however, is invalid, for it does 
not take into account the psy- 
chology and the finances of stu- 
dents. The great majority of out 
of town students want to live no 
further away than Guy or Bleu- 
ry. Many of the unused addres- 
ses on our listings, both discrim- 
inatory! and non-discriminatory 
are not In this area and so are 
not taken. 

From other statistics it ap- 
pears that in 1859-60 some fif- 
teen hundred out of town stu- 
dents found rooms on their own. 
Many of these were subject to 
racial prejudice. Since they did 
find rooms on their own, does it 
not prove that there is a suffi- 
cient number of lodgings in 
Montreal where there is no ra- 
cial discrimination? This is 
clearly a valid argument, but to

leave the argument there is to 
make the naive assumption that 
any room where there is no ra- 
cial discrimination automatically 
satisfies all the other criteria 
mentioned above. One has only 
to visit a few such rooms, found 
outside Registry files, to suspect 
that many students are living 
close to McGill in cheap lodgings 
where the environment is drab, 
where rooms are dark, ill fur- 
nished and quite unsuitable for 
studying or Hying in reasonable 
comfort. Even - when the new 
men's residence with C50 good 
rooms is ready, the problem will 
not be solved. At least 1,000 stu- 
dents will be finding rooms on 
their own. To follow the suggest- 
ed policy, i.e. to list only 500 
racially ideal lodgings, .means 
that we refuse to offer any ser- 
vice to more than 500 students 
who, in a strange city, with little 
time to spare, must find a roof 
for their heads completely on 
their own resources. I say more 
than 500, because not all the non- 
discriminatory addresses are tak- 
en. They are considered too dis- 
tant or too expensive. 

If all this suggests that pre- 
sent policy and. practice consti- 
tute a . compromise, it is one I 
am prepared to defend In pres- 
ent circumstances. I applaud the 
concern of the critics, and wel- 
come the possibility of a fine 
moral gesture. Up to the pres- 
ent, however, not one of the en 
quirers or critics would be in 



the least degree adversely af- 
fected if the proposed policy 
were adopted. They either bene- 
fit from present practice by be- 
ing sent to lodgings where there 
is no discrimination, or they 
have homes in Montreal and so 
do not face having to seek lodg- 
ings in a strange city. The moral 
gesture costing those who make 
it nothing hasn't really very 
much moral force. If, however, 
all the out of town white stu- 
'dents were to say "Enforce the 
new policy and we undertake 
not to use the Registry ourselves 
but to let- the. Africans and In- 
dians and others have the ex- 
clusive use of the Registry", that 
would have considerable moral 
and practical weight ~ 

It would not, however, solve 
a very large problem, for it 
would leave scores of white 
freshmen without direction or 
help in seeking accommodation 
in the city. In seeking to offer a 
guiding helpful hand to the stu- 
dent who is subject to racial 
prejudice, we must not forget 
the Canadian out of town stu- 
dent. Hence, I defend a coin- 
promise until an effective alter- 
native is offered. It is not good 
enough to argue that all students 
have found rooms unless we 
have evidence that those rooms 
conform to a reasonable stand- 
ard.
